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Nixon Strategy 
Move To Halt Troop Cutbacks

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — 


President Nixon has recalled his 
too military commander in 
Europe and the U. S. am- 
bassador to the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization to help 
defeat a Senate move to halve U. 
S. European troop strength. 


The President met with a

Acheson and three former 
NATO commanders to plan 
strategy for a quick campaign to 
pressure wavering senators 
before Wednesday's crucial 
votes. 


A Republican opponent of the 


amendment 
by 
Senate 


Democratic 
Leader 
Mike 


Mansfield said a Nixon ad- 
ministration head count looks 
"very bad" and added the ad- 
ministration might have dif- 
ficulty in defeating such an 
amendment in the House. 


It was offered earlier in the 


week by Mansfield as an 
amendment to the pending bill 
to extend the draft, due to expire 
June 30. 


Republican Leader Hugh 


Scott told reporters Thursday: 
"I have as near a certainty as a 
man could have the President 
would veto the draft bill if it has 
the Mansfield amendment in it. 


"The President will not and 


cannot accept a forced reduction 


of forces." 


The first vote Wednesday will 


come on a substitute proposed 
by Sen. Charles McC. Mathias 
Jr., R-Md., endorsing Nixon's 
decision to keep U. S. troop 
strength in Europe at its present 
level of about 300,000.

fails, and indications are that it 
will, 
at

Republicans 
, Sens. Peter 


Dominick of Colorado and Jacob 
K. Javits of New York, have 
proposals urging troop with- 
drawals but leaving the final 
decision to the President. 


The Mansfield amendment 


will come up for a vote only if all 
the proposed substitutes fail. 


Despite increasing indications 


the White House will accept no 
compromise, Mathias repor- 
tedly sent it a new proposal 
Thursday night. 


Its details wete not disclosed, 


but the Maryland Republican 
was known to feel he would have 
to move closer to the Mansfield 
position for his substitute to 
have any chance of winning. 


Key behind-the-scenes roles 


are being played by Dr. Henry 
Kissinger, the President's top 
national security adviser, and 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers. 


Rogers spoke with a number 


of senators by phone and paid a 


brief, unannounced visit to the 
Capitol Thursday to confer with 
Mansfield and Sen. John C. 
Stennis, D-Miss., chairman of 
the Armed Services Committee 
and floor manager of the draft 
bill. 


White House Press Secretary 


Ronald L. Ziegler 
disclosed 


Nixon had asked Gen. Andrew J. 
Goodpaster, commander of 
NATO forces, and Ambassador 
Robert Ellsworth to return 
home for consultations. 


Before 
he 
left 
Europe, 


Goodpaster told a news con- 
ference in Mons, Belgium, that 
withdrawal of U. S. troops would 
lead to the destruction of NATO. 


Cong Engineers Trying To Build 
Shasta College Board 


Route From Laos To Vietnam 


By J.T. WOLKERSTORFER 
SAIGON (AP) — North 


Vietnamese 
engineers 
are 


trying to build a major new 
infiltration route from Laos into 
South Vietnam, but military 
sources say heavy U.S. air raids 
appear to have stalled 
the 


project. 


The road, running east from 


the frontier just north of Khe 
Sanh, apparently was begun 
after U.S. and South Vietnamese 
forces pulled out of the area in 
March at the end of the 45-day 
Laotian invasion. One U.S. of- 


ficer who has seen the con- 
struction 
called 
it 
"an 


autobahn." Officials said they 
are uncertain whether it is just a 
supply road or is intended to 
move heavy artillery to within 
range of allied base camps. 


Since it was first spotted from 


the air in early April, U.S. 
planes have hammered it with 
saturation air attacks that in- 
cluded some 40 B52 strikes in 33 
days plus numerous fighter- 
bomber attacks. 


The B52s dropped more than 


3,500 tons of bombs on the area 


through which the road passes, 
some 15 to 16 miles northwest of 
Khe Sanh. 


U.S. sources said the con- 


centrated bombing has halted 
all apparent activity by the 
North Vietnamese 
engineers. 


Several trucks also have been 
knocked out. At the time con- 
struction ceased, the road had 
reached some six miles into 
South Vietnam, but its total 
length through winding ravines 
and river valleys is estimated at

present at the board meeting. 


Toler indicated that he may

"I 
feel there were many 


breaches of the code in the 


election in which I was in- 
volved," said Toler. "I feit a 
number of things were wrong 
with election procedures which 
led to a jeopardizing of the 
rights of the candidates. Several 
legal aspects of the election are 
still under study." 


Trustees approved the go- 


ahead with plans for the con- 
struction of the 17-acre outdoor 
instructional area located in the 
northeast corner of the campus. 


It is estimated that this 


facility will cost $94,000. in- 
cluding fees and contingency 
funds. Bids are expected to be 
opened at the first meeting in 
June, and the field could be 
ready by the middle of Sep- 
tember. 


The project will include about 


6V2 acres of turf for physical 
education. It will also include a 
practice area for fire science 
programs and a service road 
which will be partially paved. 
The state will provide $55,683 
of the total cost. College per- 
sonnel will plant the turf and 
install the sprinkling and control 
system, so this portion of the 
project will not be included in 
the call for bids.

Sanfa Clous Classic 
'Yes Virginia1 Woman Dead 


VALATIE, N. Y. (AP) — 


When she was 8 years old, 
Virginia O'Hanlon Douglas 
wrote to the New York Sun with 
a question and was told, "Yes 
Virginia, there is a Santa 
Claus." 


Thus, Mrs. Douglas, who died 


Thursday, at 81, inspired one of 
the most widely read editorials 
in history, a Christmas classic. 


In ill health in recent years, 


Mrs. Douglas died at a nursing 
home. She retired in 1959 after 
teaching for nearly four decades 
in Manhattan and Brooklyn 
schools, much of that time with 
chronically ill, crippled and 


blind children. She moved to 
nearby North Chatham and 
lived with her daughter, Mrs. 
Robert Temple. 


Virginia wrote in her 1897 


letter, "Some of my little friends 
say there is no Santa Claus. 
Papa says 'If you see it in The 
Sun it's so.' Please tell me the 
truth, is there a Santa Claus." 


The Sun had a policy of an- 


swering all letters, so Francis P. 
Church was assigned to reply 
and 
undertook 
the 
task 


somewhat reluctantly. 


He wrote: 
"Virginia, your little friends 


are wrong. They have been 
affected by the skepticism of a 
skeptical age. . . 


"Yes, Virginia, there is a 


Santa Claus. He exists as cer- 
tainly as love and generosity 
and devotion exist, and you 
know that they abound and give 
to your life its highest beauty 
and joy. Alas! How dreary 
would be the world if there were 
no Santa Claus! It would be as if 
there were no Virginias. There 
would be no childlike faith then, 
no poetry, no romance to make 
tolerable this existence." 


Through the years, Mrs. 


Douglas remained a Yuletide

The Nixon administration's efforts in behalf of a $250 million 


loan to bail out Lockheed Aircraft points up the truth of the time- 
worn saying "it depends on whose ox is gored " The Nixon ad- 
ministration has resolutely held to the political philosophy that the 
free market must not be interfered with. The philosophy of the free 
market is that neither wages nor prices should be boosted or cur- 
tailed by government manipulation — that they should be per- 
mitted to seek their own level. In that way, it is held, the most 
productive individuals and companies will be the most successful, 
and that society as well as the individuals concerned will benefit. 


In the Lockheed proposal, the government would be helping to 


finance a company unable to compete on its own. A lot of 
arguments are advanced — that employment will be provided, that 
national prestige and national defense depend upon it, etc. Perhaps 
all those things are true. Perhaps it is also true that subsidies to 
farmers will also have to be continued, despite opposition of free 
market proponents. Perhaps the government will have to step in 
and regulate wages and prices, despite administration reluctance 
to do so. 


None of those things seem compatible with the free market 


philosophy. But that philosophy has already become quite 
thoroughly diluted. Though government assistance to individuals, 
except in the direst of circumstances, is frowned upon by the 
philosophy's chief proponents, they have been less adamant in 
opposition to assistance for railroads, shiplines, etc. 


The viewpoint alters the view.

A few little fish were caught, 


but the sharks got away. 


More than $1 million worth of 


government food stamps, in- 
tended for the poor, were stolen 
and 
sold 
to unscrupulous 


grocers for 30 to 50 cents on the 
dollar. 


Those who bought the stolen 


stamps redeemed them at full 
value from the government, 
thus cheating both the poor and 
the taxpayers. 


Classified reports show that 


Agriculture agents put in 
hundreds of hours overtime to 
stop the stealing. But when more 
agents were needed to break the 
theft ring, the nine-to-five 
bureaucrats 
in Washington 


twiddled their thumbs. 


At the most crucial point in the 


investigation, Agriculture In- 
spector General Nathaniel 
"Tully" Kossack's office issued 
a confidential memo saying 
"careful consideration should 
precede any decision concerning 
the continuation of field work." 


Translated from government 


gobbledegook, this meant extra 
agents needed for the final push 
would net be assigned and 
promising leads would not be 
followed up. 


We first reported 16 months 


ago that tens of thousands of 
valuable food stamps had been 
stolen from distribution centers 
in a dozen states. Here are 
highlights from 
the latest 


classified reports: 


Business Mirror 


BAIL AND BRIBERY 


One food stamp suspect, jailed 


on an 
attempted 
murder 


charge in Kentucky, summoned 
Agriculture agents to his cell. 
The man, Wayne Likens, 
whispered that he wanted to get 
out on bail. "If the federal 
authorities help hirn," says the 
report of the interview, "he in 
turn will set up (for arrest) eight 
people involved in food stamp 
thefts (totaling $600,000)." The 
document said Likens wanted to 
get his own stash of money so 
"he can buy the county courts 
and then do a five-year sentence 
instead of life." Officials turned 
down this intriguing offer. 


Succeeding governors of West 


Virginia allegedly have kept a 
convicted 
gambler 
and 


safecracker in a top job dealing 
with 
food 
stamps. He is 


suspected by Agriculture agents 
of conspiring with the stamp 
thieves. Yet at last check, he 
was still helping to run the food 
stamp 
program 
in 
West 


Virginia. 


A food stamp dealer held 


secret trysts with stamp thieves 
at the Huntsville, Ala., and 
Roanoke, Va., airports, picking 
up $25,000 and $75,000, respec- 
tively, worth of stolen stamps. 
He then flew on to Los Angeles to 
sell the stamps on the West 
Coast. An arrest was made in 
this case, but the kingpin is still 
at large. 


MAFIA LINKS 


In Kentucky, the food stamp 


racket is run by a "big Italian 
safecracker 
who 
drove 


Cadillacs (and) owned and 
operated his own airplane," 
says an investigative report. 


The man has been tied by other 
informants to the Mafia. Yet this 
lead was never explored. 


In Cleveland, thieves tried to 


sell $30,000 worth of stamps "to 
a local Negro hoodlum. The 
Negro pulled a gun on (the 
thieves) and robbed them of the 
food stamps. These same food 
stamps were reported to have 
been sold in Chicago." Again, 
this promising confidential 
information 
went 
unin- 


vestigated. 


A constable 
confided 
to 


Agriculture agents 
that a 


Columbus, Ohio, trucker was a 
leading food stamp hustler. But 
the agents found that the con- 
stable himself was a "notorious 
hoodlum," suspected of stealing 
stamps. 


In another case, Agriculture 


officials ordered an agent to bug 
a barber shop which was used as 
a center for food stamp traf- 
ficking. Then the same officials, 
according to official documents, 
used other tapes to fire the agent 
on what appear to be phony 
charges. 


Informants told government 


sleuths that the stamp thieves 
"have a Charleston (W. Va.) 
detective with them" and that a 
high ranking Charleston police 
official on the case was not to be 
trusted." 


Yet despite this compost pile 


of sordid details, the Agriculture 
Department virtually has shut 
down the investigation. And the 
Justice Department, agreeably, 
has settled for one or two small- 
fry convictions and a few arrests 
that probably will never see the 
courtrooms. 


Footnote: 
Agriculture 


Department officials denied to 


us that they authorized bugging 
or even possessed bugging 
equipment. They said they have 
beefed up auditing procedures 
and are working with the FBI, 
state police and local police to 
solve the theft problem. 


WASHINGTON WHIRL 


Commissary Corruption — 


Our expose of military com- 
missary scandals has produced 
a Justice Department in- 
vestigation. Yet back in 1967, 


Col. 
John Sutherland, then head 


of the Army's personnel support 
division, called for an in- 
vestigation of bribery

system. His appeal was ad- 
dressed to Maj. Gen. Carl

Sutherland followed up with two 
more urgent appeals, again in 
vain.

Tricker is a 
compulsive 


gagwriter, pouring forth as 
many as 500 a day, believe it or 


not, 
a good deal of them for 


television comedians. 


He is a speech doctor also, and 


once he was retained to turn out 
anti-Hertz material for Avis 
executives, like: "Ever hear of 
a Hertz cocktail? One drink and 
you have to be towed out of the 
joint." 


Says Tricker: "People listen 


to the man with a sense of humor 
who can slip in an important 
point between a couple of 
humorous lines. If these men 
pay to have special writers, thev 
should be willing to pay in order 
to have their points brought 
home by the use of humor." 


Although 
he 
and 
other 


gagwriters prefer to know the 
audience, the speaker and the 
subject matter so as to be able to 
tailor their material artfully, 
they seldom can resist the 
temptation to mix pleasure with 
business. 


In the course of 
a con- 


versation, for example, Tricker 
is likely to quip: "Money is tight 
all over. My piggy bank is so

Union Discrimination Pay 


NEW YORK (AP) — A federal 


judge has ordered a con- 
struction union to pay com- 
pensatory wages to blacks 
deprived of work because of the 
union's discriminatory prac- 
tices. 


The Judge Marvin E. Frankel, 


in U. S. District Court, held in 
contempt local 46, Wood, Wire 
and Metal Lathers Union. 


The judge ordered special 


hearings to fix the amount of 
back pay for an undetermined 
number of blacks "sufficient to 
make up the difference between 
what they earned and what they 
would have earned but for such 
unlawful discrimination." 


One guideline suggested by 


Frankel was the amount of 
money earned 
by college 


students working in union 
positions during the summer 
while Negroes were turned 
away. A union spokesman said 
the basic wage rate is $7.15 an 
hour. 


The contempt charge grew out 


of an original civil rights charge 
against the union in 1968, 
claiming there were only four 
blacks among its 1,500 mem- 
bers. Frankel said presently 
there are 13 black journeymen 
and 25 black apprentices. 


"The pattern and practices of 


discrimination has continued," 
the judge added. He ordered the 
union to propose "fair 
and 


neutral" procedures within 20 
days for assigning workers to 
construction jobs without racial 
discrimination. 


The reform package as it 


stands now would separate aid 
to the aged and disabled from 
the 
controversial

to 


Families 
with 
Dependent 


Children 
program, 
cut 


payments to recipients holding 
jobs, and boost aid to unem- 
ployment recipients and make 
other changes. 


Reagan said welfare now 


costs $9 million a day 
in 


California and his program 
could cut costs by about $2 
million daily. 


"If, for any reason, our 


estimates should prove higher 
than the final actual savings 
from reform, then. . . the state 
will adjust its financial support 
so that no county will have 
additional costs as a result of 
welfare reform," he said.

When Vince Lombard! said "Winning is everything" he wasn't 


just making good copy for the newspapers, he was talking for the 
whole football fraternity. 


Years before Lombardi was attributed with his well-known 


utterance, however, Chuck Sharpe was saying much the same 
thing. "I don't like losing," he said on Aug. 20, 1954 in a column 
written by Wayne Capps in the Red Bluff Daily News, "I don't think 
I can coach unless I am winning," he added. 


It was Sharpe's introduction to Red Bluff fans and his promise 


to try to bring winning football here. That was something he did for 
most of his first 16 years. Last week, he kept the other part of his 
vow. Sharpe's record has been chronicled earlier in the week, and 
although I'm ill-equipped to comment on the impact his program 
had on the players that went through it, I'm sure it was im- 
measurable. 
But the symptoms that the local program is now going through 


is not unlike the ones that have hit other high schools and will hit 
more in the future. 


Sharpe often faced odds in his career. For him, however, 


football was not a 9 -to-5 job. His was a 24 hours a day, 365 days a 
year hobby. But the obstacle he faced last year couldn't be knocked 
down by the hardest of labors. There was a gap that couldn't be 
bridged. 
He had a team led by an active nucleus of what the older 


generation would call "quitters." A bunch more worried about the 
bash after the game than with it. These were my observations, not 
Sharpe's. 
Football, as a game, is no different than when we played it. 


Only the way of looking at it. There still are the bruises, the lumps 
and the limps. 


When the game was played until recent years, the fellow with 


the shaven or crew cut head was the hero of the school. He wore a 
letterman's sweater boldy down the halls and often to the admiring 
glances of the coeds. 


He achieved his heroics on the gridiron rarely because of 


parental pressures (there always was a gap there), but because of 
the glorification he received from his peers. 


At Red Bluff, that status no longer exists. 
Football players — just "jocks" now — join the other yesterday 


heroes like the fellow who works 25 hours a day to make a business 
go, like the men who proudly wear uniforms, or the individual who 
keeps his convictions without wavering. Today they are no more 
than capitalists, war mongers and straight men — all not to be 
trusted. 


If you are in that past-30 generation or think like it, you are not 


to be trusted. 


Certainly, on all levels, football coaches in the role of top 


sergeant are over. Blood and guts and cheers like "kill, kill" during 
practice are a thing of the past, and perhaps rightfully so. 


It represents a great challenge to those who stick out in the 


profession of coaching. 


No longer will coaches be able to threaten "cut your hair or 


turn in your uniform." The kids will turn in the uniform every time 


It's quite a challenge.

Harley O. Staggers, D-W. Va., 
told Amtrak President and 
Board Chairman Roger Lewis, 
"and we herewith urge you to 
take appropriate and swift 
action. 


"If the corporation is to get off 


to a good start," they wrote 
Lewis Thursday night, "there 
are certain immediate changes 
in policy that are essential." 


The House is considering a 


Senate-passed 
resolution 


"designed to tell the corporation 
to do what it should have done 
anyway," added the leaders of 
the committees that created the 
1970 Rail Passenger Service Act. 
Magnuson heads the Senate 


Commerce 
Committee; 


Staggers the House counterpart. 


"The 
directive is for the 


corportaion to look at potential 
service outside of that now being 
provided and to advise Congress 
about the cost and potential of 
such service," the chairmen told 
the leader of the government- 
backed corporation which took 
over most of the nation's in- 
tercity 
passenger 
train 


operations on May 1. 


"The point is that Congress 


should not have to pry this kind 
of information loose," they said. 
"We urge that this ridiculous 
situation be changed without 
delay. 


"We are not at all satisfied 


with preliminary information 
received thus far about start-up 
costs for the corporation," 
Magnuson and Staggers told 
Lewis. 


"When it comes to lawyers 


and press relations, the cor- 
poration seems to have lost its 
status as pauper but rather is 
operating as if it were turning a 
huge profit. 


"The attitude of bargain- 


hunter should be adopted im- 
mediately by the corporation," 
they said.

Black Panthers Accused Of Bomb Conspiracy; 
Are All Acquitted By Much Surprised Jurors 
Workers 


NEW YORK (AP)—After an 


eight-month trial, 13 Black 
Panthers accused of bomb 
conspiracy have been acquitted 
in a verdict reached so swiftly 
that the jurors surprised even 
themselves. 


The panel, which included five 


blacks and a Puerto Rican, 
acquitted the defendants on all 
12 counts of an indictment 3Vfe 
hours after the case had been 
turned over to them Thursday. 


"We had lunch and began 


talking and we were amazed to 
find out right away that we felt 
about the same," said Frederick 
Hills, an editor. ''The miracle 
was that 12 people of such ex- 
t r a o r d i n a r y 
d i v e r s e 


backgrounds all felt pretty 
much the same way." 


It took the foreman, James 


Fox, a black musician, 10 
minutes to read the verdict on 


each of 12 counts for each of the 
13 
defendants. 
Spectators 


cheered, applauded and sobbed 
as he read the last of the 156 
verdicts, all "not guilty." 


Afeni Shakur, one of the two 


women defendants, and the only 
one of the 13 free in bail, 
shrieked as Fox read "not 
guilty" counts against her 
husband Lumumba, 29. He and 
most of the other defendants had 
been in jail since arrested in 
predawn raids April 2, 1969. 


Jurors, 
defendants, 
six 


defense lawyers, relatives and 
friends crowded into the lobby of 
the Criminal Courts building, 
laughing, crying and hugging 
each other. 


"I'm dazed-I'm dazed," said 


Curtis Powell, one of the 
defendants. 


Two of those acquitted fled to 


Algeria during the trial. Chief 


defense lawyer Gerald Lefcourt 
said he would try to negotiate 
the return of Michael Tabor and 
Richard Moore, who forfeited 
bail of $150,000. 


Asst. Dist. Atty. Joseph A. 


Phillips, the prosecutor, said 
"We felt we had a very, very 
strong case and we were sur- 
prised at the verdict. We 
were particularly surprised that 
the jury could evaluate the very 
complicated evidence in just two 
hours 


"There were 12 charges. The 


judge took three days to charge 
the jury. The summations took 
three weeks. The evidence took 
over six months." 


In addition, the case went 


through 
seven 
months of 


pretnal hearings which were 
frequently marked by disrup- 
tions. 


The Panthers were accused of 


plotting to bomb department 
stores at the height of the Easter 
shopping season and to murder 
policemen. They were charged 
with attacks on two police 
stations and a school district 
office. 


The three main prosecution 


witnesses were 
undercover 


policemen who infiltrated the 
party almost from its inception. 


They gave detailed daily 


reports on activities of the 
defendants, but none testified 
that he ever saw any of the 
accused set off a bomb or shoot a 
policeman. 


At a victory party later, 


several of the defendants con- 
tinued to express doubts about 
the judicial system. Alex 
McKiever, 19, said "The fight is 
not over. We still have seven 
brothers in jail. I wouldn't say 
I'm free. I'm still in America."

to register a complaint or have 
his specific grievance quickly 
referred to the proper agency 
for handling."

HOLLYWOOD, Fla. (AP) — 


Teamsters union 
President 


James R. Hoffa — still powerful 
after four years in prison — has 
received a go-ahead from other 
top leaders of the union for a 
last-ditch try to win his freedom 
and resume control of the 
trucker's union. 


"Jimmy wants 20 days until 


the first week in June before he 
makes up his mind on whether to 
run for re-election," 
a high 


union source said Thursday of 
Hoffa's latest bid for freedom on 
a claim of new evidence. 


"They are going to wait for 


him. 
They voted to wait for 


him," said the source of the 
action 
of 
the 
Teamsters 


Executive Board meeting here. 


"If he gets out of prison and is 


free to run he will be re- 
elected," said the source — one 
of 14 members board. Hoffa is 
the 15th member of the board of 
the 2-million-member union. 


Hoffa, imprisoned at the 


federal 
penitentiary 
at 


Lewisburg, Pa., sent word 
through attorneys that he hoped 


to be freed on the basis of a 
statement attributed to a key 
federal witness and allegedly 
recanting his testimony at 
Hoffa's jury tampering trial in 
Chattanooga, Tenn., in 1964. 
Hoffa was found guilty and 
sentenced to eight years in 
prison. 


The new evidence is an 


alleged statement by Edward 
Grady Partin, a Teamsters 
Union official in Baton Rouge, 
La. Partin has denied the 
statement was his 


The statement said the writer 


committed 
perjury 
during 


testimony at Hoffa's trial. 


The statement was handed 


Thursday to U. S. Dist Court 
Judge Frank Wilson of Chat- 
tanooga, who presided 
over 


Hoffa's 1964 trial. Wilson said he 
would study it. 


The development reportedly 


upset plans of most other 
Executive Board members to 
line up behind acting Teamsters 
president 
Frank 
E. 
Fitz- 


simmons 
and 
elect 
him 


president at the union's con- 
vention less than two months 
away. Hoffa is believed to retain 
enough sway among union 
members 
and 
convention 


delegates to win even if he runs 
while still in prison. 


Hoffa, who dominated the 


giant union over a 10-year reign 
marked by frequent clashes 
with the federal government, 
also has a five-year mail fraud 
conviction to serve in connection 
with a Teamster's pension loan 
scheme. He would be eligible for 
parole however, if he can 
present 
convincing 
new 


evidence to the U. S. Parole 
Board by the end of June. The 
Parole Board turned him down 
in late March, but gave him 90 
days to come up with new 
evidence. 


Partin was doorkeeper for 


Hoffa's suite during an earlier 
Tennessee federal trial on 
charges that Hoffa had accepted 
kickbacks from a trucking firm, 
an illegal act under federal 
laws. 


Egyptian Cabinet Shakeup 
Viewed As Possible Purge 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


Observers today viewed the 


sweeping 
shakeup 
in 
the 


Egyptian Cabinet as a purge by 
President Anwar Sadat to 
solidify his control. 


Six cabinet ministers, in- 


cluding the defense minister Lt. 
Gen. Mohamed Fawzi, resigned 
Thursday night along with three 
high-ranking officials of the 
Arab Socialist Union, Egypt's 
only political party. 


Cairo Radio broadcast a 


statement by Industry Minister 
Aziz Sidky, a Sadat supporter, 
appealing to the Egyptian 
people to maintain national 
unity "in the face of those trying 
to sow sedition in the ranks." 


Sadat scheduld a broadcast 


tonight. 


It was the first major breach 


among Egypt's leaders to come 
to the surface since Sadat took 
over in September after the 
death of President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser. The rift began with 
Sadat's firing of Ali Sabry, his 
pro-Soviet 
vice 
president, 


earlier this month. 


Although more dismissals or 


resignations had been expected, 
Israelis and other Arab wat- 
chers were surprised at the 
extent of the shakeup and 
especially by the resignation of 
Fawzi, who was not known to 
have any pronounced political 
leanings. Informed sources said 
he apparently had been working 
smoothly with Sadat on strategy 
against Israel. 


Israeli experts on Arab affairs 


said all of those who resigned 
leaned toward extremist and 
pro-Moscow lines. "This is a 
bitter pill which the Soviets will 
have to swallow — and still keep 
silent," wrote Oded Zarai of the 
newspaper Haaretz. 


Ehud Yaari of the semi- 


official Davar said the shakeup 
was "tantamount to a coup 
d'etat," and the key to future 
developments was in the hands 
of the army. 


Sadat prefaced the purge with 


a series of visits Tuesday and 
Wednesday to army com- 
manders and troops along the 
Suez Canal front, evidently to 


assure himself of their support. 
And he named the army chief of 
staff, Maj. Gen. Mohammed 
Sadek, to replace Fawzi and 
promoted him to lieutenant 
general. 


The shakeup was seen in 


Beirut as an obvious attempt by 
Sadat to rid himself of his 
political foes. 


Another of those quitting was 


Egypt's top policeman, Interior 
Minister Shawari Gumah. His 
resignation was the first an- 
nounced, shortly after Sadat 
decreed an immediate end to ail 
special police surveillance in 
eluding wiretapping. Gumah 
was replaced by Mahmoud 
Salem, former governor of 
Alexandria. 


Other cabinet ministers who 


resigned were Sami Sharaf, the 
chief of the intelligence ser- 
vices; Housing Minister Saad 
Zayed; Electricity Minister 
Helmi el Said, an Information 
Minister Mohammed Fayek. 


Fayek was particularly close 


to Sabry.

Department research specialist. 
Among those to be studied are 
crop dusting pilots. 


Last summer's study involved 


95 people, 60 per cent of these 
farmworkers. The other 40 per 
cent were people who had not 
been exposed to pesticides. 


Data obtained from the study 


is still being fed through com- 
puters at the public health 
laboratory in Berkeley. Results 
should be available by August, 
Mengle said. 


No evidence of pesticide 


poisoning has been found so far, 
Mengle said. But he added 
researchers 
didn't 
expect 


significant results because the 
workers were "in pretty good 
health." 


He said the yet to be com- 


pleted blood and urine analysis 
tests will provide the most 
important 
indications 
on 


whether pesticides caused any 
physical damage to the workers. 


He noted previous tests 


showed significant alterations in 
the systems of individuals but 
failed to link them directly to 
pesticide poisoning. Mengle said 
health officials remain con- 
cerned about "what happens 
after 15 or 20 years of ex- 
posure." 


The 1970 group of farm 


workers were mainly from 
citrus crops, plus a few grape 
v/orkers. More of the grape 
workers will take part this year. 


Executive Resistance

Sens. Jacob K. Javits, R-N. Y., 
Thomas F. Eagleton, D-Mo., 
and John C. Stennis, D-Miss., 
that would limit such authority 
to 30 days. 


Fulbright noted "The pen- 


dulum has begun to swing away 
from the dangerous practice of 
presidentially initiated warfare. 


"If the executive branch 


undertakes to thwart the current 
effort to restore constitutional 
balance by all the considerable 
means at its disposal," the 
Arkansas Democrat added, "it 
is 
entirely 
possible 
that 


Congress will be driven to 
employ some of the unused 
means at its disposal, and that, 
as a result, the pendulum will 
swing too far, carrying us 
toward the kind of overbearing 
congressional 
role 
which 


resulted in the rejection of the 
League of Nations in 1919.

Mrs. Lemert said a 
child might speak poorly simply 
because it's easier 
than 


speaking correctly. A grunt or 
gesture, if it gets the child what 
he wants requires less effort 
than trying to make a series of 
specific sounds from memory. 


A second reason tor early 


speech problems might be that 
the child does not hear the 
difference between one sound 
and another, either because his 
ear is still untrained and 
inexperienced or, 
perhaps, 


because of a hearing handicap. 
On the other hand, the child may 
hear the differences in sounds, 
but be unable to reproduce 
them. A fourth reason for poor 
speech might be a poor speaking 
model. For example, the child 
whose parents speak very fast 
may not be able to distinguish 
one v.-ord from another in the 
rapid flow of sounds he hears. 


Mrs. Lemert concluded her 


talk by saying that the most 
important factor in fostering 
good speech is love and ac- 
ceptance of the whole child.

Sex Discrimination 
Banned In Senate 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate made history Thursday, 
agreeing for the first time to the 
appointment of girls as pages. 


Resolving the issue by voice 


vote after a six-months, behind- 
the-scenes struggle the Senate 
went further and .banned sex 
discrimination 
in 
the 
ap- 


pointment of Capitol policemen, 
elevator 
operators and post 


office employes. Sen. Jacob K. 
Javits, R-N.Y., one of the three 
senators who forced the girl 
page issue to a vote, called it 
part 
of 
"the 
historic 


breakthrough of women" in 
their campaign to "strike the 
shackles of half the population." 


As 
the 
Senate 
voted, 


arrangements were being made 
to swear in the first three girl 
pages today. They are ap- 
pointees of Javits and Sens. 
Charles H. Percy, R-I11., and 
Fred R. Harris, D-Okla. 


The girls, all 16 at the time of 


their nomination last December, 
are 
Paulette 
Desell 
of 


Schenectady, 
N.Y.; Ellen 


McConnell ot Dundee, 111.; and 
Julie Price of Bartlesville, Okla. 


Under the resolution, each 


senator appointing a girl page 
must sign a written statement 
assuming responsibility for her 
safe transportation to and from 
the Senate and for her safety 
and supervision at her place of 
residence. 


Javits told the Senate he is 


unhappy about this distinction 
between male and female pages, 
but accepted it with the un- 
derstanding that it would apply 
only until completion of a 
planned dormitory for House, 
Senate and Supreme Court 
pages in the vicinity of the 
Capitol building. 


Citing crime rates near the 


Capitol, several senators voiced 
doubts about the wisdom of 
hiring girl pages. 


Senate pages are 14 to 17 years 


old. In the House the minimum 
age is 16. Their salary rate is 
$7,380 a year. They attend a 
special school in the Library of 
Congress, with early morning 
classes.

Monroe Platt's guests stay in the 
lighthouse in the back. Of 
course, the big bell that rang so 
loud and the foghorn and 
searchlight are gone.

mariners off the rocks of Ballast

Senate Democrats have pumped 
more than $400 million into Gov. 
Reagan's welfare budget — 
restoring welfare spending to 
the current level which Reagan 
says will bankrupt the state. 


The action came on a 7-4 party 


line vote by the Senate Finance 
Committee late Thursday 


All four no votes came from 


Republicans. One said it would 
mean "a monumental tax in- 
crease" to pass the budget that 
way. 


It boosts the Republican 


governor's original $6.74 billion 
economy budget to almost $7.5 
billion and it would need almost 
$1 billion in new taxes to be 
balanced. 


"This protects the life support 


items of the people," said Sen. 
Stephen P. Teale, D-West Point 
as he proposed that the com- 
mittee ignore Reagan's welfare 
reform program in preparing to 
send its budget 
to the 
full 


Senate, probably by the middle 
of next week. 


It also sets the stage for 


critical negotiations between 
Reagan and the Democrats who 
control both houses of the 
legislature over welfare reform 
and new taxes. 


In budgeting $573.6 million for 


welfare 
aid 
in February, 


Reagan figured on enough 
savings to balance the budget 
this year without resorting to a 
tax hike. 


Democrats claim it won't; 


aren't likely to pass it all; and 
contend the state needs a tax 
increase anyway to pay for 
other programs — like new 


public school aid — that weren't 
in Reagan's budget. 


By leaving welfare under 


present budgeting procedures, 
spending for the year starting 
July 1 would run $816.6 billion, 
according to Reagan budget 
figures. The Finance Committee 
also added $146 million in the 
Welfare-related 
Medi-Cal 


program of health care for the 
poor. 


Teale said it's impossible to 


say how much Medi-Cal will cost 
until legislative fiscal experts 
can find out how many welfare 
recipients might be cut from the 
rolls because of the welfare 
reform. 


The action took a matter of a 


few minutes with virtually no 
debate after the committee had 
haggled for more than an hour 
over a $300,000 park planning 
item.

Capitol West Wing 
Not Earthquake Proof 


By BRENDAN RILEY 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - The 


dome atop the 101-year-old west 
wing of the state Capitol 
probably would collapse in the 
event of an earthquake mat- 
ching the recent San Fernando 
quake, a legislative report says. 


The report Thursday to the 


Joint Committee on Seismic 
Study points out the gold-painted 
metal dome itself is strong but 
the mortar in the brick walls 
supporting it has deteriorated 
and can be dug out by hand in 
some spots. 


Karl V. Steinbrugge, chair- 


man of advisors to the com- 
mittee, 
testified 
"beyond 


question, the west wing. . falls 
within a class of construction 
which suffers serious damage 


and is a collapse hazard in the 
event of a moderate local ear- 
thquake. . . " 


Steinbrugge, an engineering 


professor at the University of 
California at Berkeley, noted the 
four-story structure was built 
well, but "walls have been 
weakened by openings made 
during alterations" over the 
years. 


"We damn well better have 


the state Division 
of Ar- 


chitecture take a look," said 
committee 
chairman Sen. 


Alfred Alquist, D-San Jose. 


"I am seriously considering a 


joint concurrent resolution to 
bar children from the rotunda" 
directly below the dome, he told 
newsmen after the hearing.
